ie Oxford Movement 

II^ONTREAL is this week playing host to 
lu that amazing body of religious cru- 
siders, the Oxford" Group, and judging by 
tHèy crowd at their meeting Monday eve 
■liligithey have captured the imagination ol 
aKntrealers, usually blase and uninterest- 
eq^in affairs of this type. 

There is a reason for this unusual in- 
" rest and it is/.to fcie found in the fact that 
jese people ai*e no ordinary religious re 
(filftnliers. They hàye . a certain sincerity 
friendliness which compels attention, 
are not composed of Theologs, but are 
le main ordinary Students like our- 
.:tsJ- who led a gay life in many cases 
til .they saw the light and became im 
'bilèd with the spirit of the movement. 
f|| \TwentyTf ive years ago Dr. Frank N 
DÉBùchman saw that the only answer to 
ti|i?^roblems which confronted the work 
\v|s' a return to religion. This still holds 
trfié. Through a Scottish soldier the idea 
was spread at Oxford, whence it was taken 
tb'sSouth Africa by Rhodes scholars. The 
Word has been carried throughout the 
World and disciples of the movement are to 
be foûnd in Holland, South Africa, Ger- 
, inany, Australia, and many other countries. 
•^The spiritual awakening which has 
c^S^pon the members of this movement 
ifiiPsle'|hort of miraculous. According to 
-tnlffi^wn testimony many of them led a 
|ifëfwïiîch' was decidedly wild. Once they

rjpHE MONTREAL ORCHESTRA will start its third 
season on Sunday afternoon, a season which, 
should 'it Ebow the progress of its two predecessors, 
will aid materially in raising this group to that 
eminence of consummate artistry that is known 
only to tl«! few of real' worth. The Orchestra has 
the material, the best in Montreal. Certain of its 
offerings in the past have shown, by their high 
quality, what will be possible when it will bè keyed 
up In its entirety to this pitch. 

As, soon as one speaks of the Montreal Orches- 
tra, one is immediately reminded of its conductor, 
Mr. ' Douglas Clarke. Notwithstanding his pre- 
occupations as Dean of the Faculty of Music, hé 
has so managed as to be able to devote practically 
all of his mornings to the rehearsals. He has 
trained the. orchestra to its present abilities, han- 
dicapped as he Is on the one side by the financial 
difficulties of such organization, and on the other 
by the comparative lack of sufficient music in the 
city to fill the programs without overfrequent re- 
petitions. 

The Orchestral programs of the past have shown 
very widé taste, ranging from Scarlatti, and 
Bach to such moderns as Walton, Bax, an^ even 
Gershwin. They have enabled us to hear concerto 
arrangements as originally intended, not merely 
with a supplement of the orchestral score by the 
piano. .Famous artists have been introduced amidst 
the only musical background that can properly 
set off their capabilities. In short we have been 
able to both hear and see. 

♦ ♦ ♦ 

This matter of seeing the orchestra is an im- 
portant one, particularly if -the listener is not ac- 
customed to the type of music peouliar to it. The 
complexity of the sounds coming from one point, 
as it would do in the radio or gramophone, would 
confuse the listener hopelessly, and much of . the 
color of the tones would be lost. Watching the 
players, however, one follows the actual progress 
of the theme as it is taken tip by the various parts, 
and eventually loams to point out the general lo- 
cation of all the instruments. Furthermore, one 
is Introduced to some of the technique of the in- 
struments^ by perceiving the effect Of the pizzicato 
—plucking the strings,— or the mute. Eventually 
the tone of the instrument is suffidentkj^l^^ 
to n^me it, at which point, brct^es^^munpS^r 
comes more important , than the ,' orchestra which 
produces it. 

A few innovations are behig made in the ar- 
rangements for this year, the most outstanding one 
being the introduction of program notes to explain 
the several numbers. A very new instrument will 
also be among the novelties. This is known as a 
contrabass Clarinet in B flat, claimed to have a 
more powek|il| toTOi and lower register thàn other 
ln5truméiS??S^nSjtended to replace the contra 
bassoon. This the first of its kind to be used in 
an orchestra, the second being in the same pro- 
cess of construction for the Philadelphia Orchestra,

The pràcticès have so fa^BM^occupied with 
studies of some of the composers, no concert be- 
ing as yet planned. Thus, at the next gathering, 
a young pupil of- Miss Olga Ltéber, one of the local 
pianists, w:u piay the Bacn D mmor cohcerto, to 
the accompaniment of the orchestra. It will be re- 
membered that thLs was the number played by 
Harriet Cohen, during her appearance with the 
Montreal Orchestra last season. Future -practices 
will hear t)ie Mendelssohn "Italian" Symphony, and 
the Haydn "Military" syhipHony.
